TOWN LNCOR PORATION. 


What District Attorney Allen Has 
te Say About the Tewn Gevern- 
ment. 


A Gazerre reporter who was desir- 
ous of knowing more of the status of 
Reno concluded to visit the District 
Attorney’s office and learn what that 
officer had to say relative to whether 
or not the town is incorporated, and 
what his views are as to the present 


form of town government, which has 


been more or less discussed for a year 
or more. 

On asking Mr. Allen as to whether 
or not the town is incorporated, he 
promptly and courteously answered 
that it is not and never has been in- 
corporated; that prior to the accept- 
ance of the provisions of the act ap- 
proved March 8, 1879, the commis- 
sioners had but limited general powers, 
such as the control over the fire de- 
partment, to provide for policemen 


and for the improvement of the streets ; | 
that the act of 1879, the provisions of | 
which were accepted by the citizens of 
Reno, provided for the governmeut of 
unincorporated towna. 

Are the provisions of that act in 
force? No, sir; the act was repealed 
February 10, 1887. 

Did the repeal of that act effect ab 
inet poraut ion of the town? It did not. | 


After the repeal of the act of 1879 
there were no laws in force relative to 
the government of Reno, other than | 
ihe general laws which were in force 
prior to that act, 

How long did the town remain in 
this condition? From Febru: ary 10, 
until March 5, 1887, when section 16 
ot an act approved February 26, 1881, 
was so amended as to bring the town 
under the provisions of that act. Here 
I might say on the J6th of February, 
1881, two acts were approved, one of 
which repealed all the acts incorpo. 
rating Virginia City, and the other, 
when accepted, plac ed the government 
of the town among the powers of the 
County Commissioners of Storey | 
county. The act repealed disincorpo- 
rated and the other did not ine OTrpo- | 
rate Virginia City. 

Some of our best lawyers claim that 
Reno is incorporated. 

I know that, but with all deference, 
I differ with them. If incorporated 
the town could sue and be sued by a 
corporate name, would have a corpo- 
rate seal, etc. As it is, snit has to be 
brought in the name of the Board of | 
the County Commissioners for the use 
and benefit of the inhabitants of the 
town, and there is no seal. In many 
respects the conducting of the business 
of the town is the same as if incorpo- 
rated, but, with all this, I still cling 
to the opinion that the town is not 
incorporated, 

You have said practically that from | 
February 10 to March 5, 1887, the town 
had no special government. What 
was and has been the condition of the 
ordinances that were prior | 
to March 5, 1887? hey are a 
nullity. All the ordinances that were 
in existence at the time when the act 
of 1879 was repealed fell with the law. | 

In this there are attorneys who have |

disagreed and do disagree with you; 
Lam advised of that fact. Two years 
ago I took the position, that with the 
fall of the law the ordinances then ex- 
isting fell, and have maintained it | 
since. The statutes provide that all | 
laws shal! take effect on and after their | 
passage, unless otherwise provided, and 
the constitution says there shall be no | 
retroactive laws. Trenched behind 
these authorities and certain decisions, 
[ know Lam not mistaken. | 

Do you stand alone in these views? | 
No, sir. Recentig a matter came up, | 
and, owing to my views, it was neves- 
sary to have the question submitted to | 
other attorneys, who, on investigation, | 
have sustained me. 

What will be the effect upon the 
town government if your position is 
correct? It will necessitate the re- 
enactment of all ordinances that were | 
in force prior to March 5, 1887, should | 
it be thought wise to re-enact them, | 
because a prosecution for their viola- | 
tion could not now be sustained. | 

Does the nullity of the ordinances | 
passed prior to being legislated under | 
the provisions of the Act by which the | 
town is es on affect the ordi- | 
nances f since March 5, 1887? 
No, sir. All ordinances passed since 
in conformity to existing statutes are 
solid and will stand the tests of the 
Courts. 

Other matters were freely entered 
into and diseassed by Mr. Allen. The 
above being topics that especially in- 
terest the . — of the GazerTrsr, the 
reporter has taken the liberty to form- 
alate and publish them.

A TENDERFOOT’S LUCK? 


Buffalo. 


He Crept Up on the Herd, Blased Away, 
and a Noble Ball Bit the Dust—An Un- 
profitable and Decidedly Dis- 
agreeable Surprise.

One day, while I was ticket agent of the | 
Kansas Pacific railroad at Wallace, Kan-, 
during the years that buffalo were still roam- 
ing in vast herds over the plains, the tele- 
graph operator atthe station came into my 
office in a great state of excitement, writes 
a New York Sun correspondent. | 

“There's a million buffalo feeding on the | 
prairie only three miles below here,” he
